The little boy, whose nam e, ac­ 
cording to 
Indian 
tradition, 
is 
chosen by his patern al grandm o­ 
ther, w as called K aw-ooh-yes-na, 
m eaning “good corn h arv ester”. 
He is the son of E agle Plum e, a 
m em ber of the Hopi tribe, 
and 
Lone Deer, his W innebago wife. 
Pte San W ickte, or W hite Cow 
Killer, a Sioux, read the cerem ony 
while his wife, Elk Teeth, also a 
Sioux, held the baby. The young­ 
ster w as bundled on 
a 
papoose 
board and slept through the ritual. 
In the cerem ony four “hills” of 
life are outlined: infancy, youth, 
m anhood and old age. The child 
was turned tow ard the four winds, 
Red W olf of the east, M ountain 
Lion of the south, G rizzly B ear of 
the w est, and W hite R abbit of the 
north, as the service was read. 
As a p a rt of the cerem ony a 
pair of new m occasins w as slipped 
on the child’s feet by W hite R ab­ 
bit, a Sioux. One of the m occasins 
had a sm all hole in it. Should the 
cosmos, or g reat spirit, sum m on 
the child, his reply would be: “I 
cannot go upon a long journey. My 
m occasins are w orn out.”

Oct. 4— (U P)—The 
government has avoided an open 
break with the Duke of Windsor 
by giving Jiim permission to visit 
the United States with his Balti­ 
more born bride, it was understood 
today.

given most reluctantly, it was said 
in quarters close to Buckingham 
Palace, to end the constant rumors 
■—which here were interpreted al­ 
most as threats—th at the Duke 
m ight return to Britain. 
Publication in today's newspa­ 
pers th at the Duke intended to 
go to the United States a t once 
brought public comment that he 
and his Duchess m ight settle down 
there eventually. 
There 
seemed 
some reason for belief th at any 
such decision m ight win govern­ 
m ent approval—if for 
no 
other 
reason then the United States is 
3,000 miles from Britain. 
Relatives N ear Crisis 
It had been known th a t relations 
between the Duke and the govern­ 
m ent were approaching the crisis 
stage because of the close restric­ 
tion imposed on the Duke’s move­ 
ments. 
Today sources close to Bucking­ 
ham Palace asserted th at the gov­ 
ernm ent surrendered to the Duke’s 
wishes to go to the United States 
rather than visualize the possibil­ 
ity of his returning 
to 
Britain, 
which he would like to do. 
Public comment on the prospec­ 
tive American visit showed w hat 
the government and the royal fam ­ 
ily face, perhaps for years, as the 
result of the Duke’s abdication, 
and show how deeply the consti­ 
tutional crisis th at accompanied 
the abdication was felt. 
People were just beginning to 
drop the Duke and Duchess from 
conversation, except when on oc­ 
casion newspapers rumored that 
he m ight return home. Today the 
Duke was the big topic again in 
street cars, buses, subways and in 
the streets and cafes. 
The permission given the Duke 
to go to the United States was 
taken to mean th at the govern­ 
m ent wanted definitely to stop 
talk of a possible return here, and 
the impression was obtained that 
many people thought th at after 
all, perhaps the Duke and his 
American-born Duchess m ight fit 
in nowhere as in the United States, 
if they decided to make their home 
there.

It 
originally was held by a descend­ 
ant of Jefferson, who passed it on 
to a W ashington attorney. 
Only six planets, Mercury, Ven­ 
us, the Earth, Mars, Jupiter and 
Saturn, are shown, Uranus, Nep­ 
tune and Pluto being discovered 
later. 
The orrey was named after the 
Earl of Orrey, who lived at the 
time of its invention in 1700.

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LADDERS 
FOR FISH 
T H E great Bonneville project on the 
* 
Columbia River is completed, but there 
is one feature still in doubt. That is the 
accommodations for the fish. 
The '‘fish ladder” built at a cost of 
$6 ,000,000 is the most pretentious piece 
of what you might call fish architecture 
ever created. 
It is meant for the salmon, 
which make their way up the Columbia 
River by millions in the spawning season, 
as their ancestors have done before them, 
perhaps, for many thousand years. 
These fish always seek, for spawning, 
the little streams where they were born, 
and refuse to go anywhere else. 
To 
interfere with their instinctive practice 
would mean the ruin of an industry which 
produces 12,000 tons of salmon a year, not 
to mention the grief it brought to the living 
fish. 
It was necessary to provide some 
kind of canal locks or other device by 
which the big fishes could get up the 
river past the dam and the little fishes 
could get down. 
The solution arrived at is a by-pass 
stream consisting of “gravity ladders”, a 
series of waterfalls, each two or three feet 
high, with pools between. The fishes bound 
upstream leap from pool to pool, and those 
bound downstream go with the current. 
That 
is 
the 
theory, 
anyway, 
and 
apparently 
it 
should 
work. 
But 
the 
approaching 
spawning 
season 
will 
be 
awaited with unusual interest. 
Suppose 
those salmon are not satisfied with the 
job! 
There will be a fish riot below that 
dam such as mankind never saw before.

CRITICIZE 
LAWYERS 
INTEREST in court problems is leading 
* naturally to interest in the legal pro­ 
fession, which provides the judges and is 
inseparably connected with law and court 
procedure. 
This profession 
lately has 
been getting some hard knocks, of which 
the Constitution Day speech of President 
Roosevelt, himself a lawyer, has started 
the most fireworks. 
As a result, the annual convention of 
the American Bar Association in Kansas 
City has seemed, to a surprising degree, 
on

defensive. 
At that gathering, 
mingled with its own vigorous assaults on 
“enemies of the courts,” have been un­ 
precedented criticisms of the profession 
by its own members. 
The most notable 
of these critics, Robert M. Hutchins, presi­ 
dent of the University of Chicago, accused 
the American bar of “leading our people 
into a wilderness.” 
“lf the lawyers,” he said, “continue to 
accept what is done as the standard of 
what to do; if they continue to seek large 
fees under the impression that they are 
for the common good; if legal ethics mean 
little more than a protective tariff in favor 
of the bar; if we are regarded as the 
spokesmen of special privilege ; if our chief 
claim to public admiration is our agility in 
making the worse cause appear the better; 
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UTILITIES DUE FOR SHOCK 
E 
n r o u t e w i t h p r e s i d e n t r o o s e ­ 
v e l t — The big utility boys are going 
to weep copious tears at the mere appoint­ 
ment of J. D. Ross as administrator and 
distributor of Bonneville’s 580,000 electric 
horsepower, but when they hear about 
Ross’ plans for the future they are going 
to faint. 
For Ross Is working on a plan to build 
up a giant power tool of Government- 
owned 
plants, including Grand Coulee, 
Bonneville, Klamath Falls, Central Valley 
of California project, and finally, Boulder 
Dam. 
Reaching from Canada to the Mexican 
border, it would be the largest power pool 
in 
the 
world, 
and 
eventually 
would 
squeeze out most private companies in the 
Far West. 
James Deimage Ross, the man who 
plans this pool, is one of the most colorful 
characters in the New Deal. 
Born of 
Canadian 
parents in Ontario, 
he wras 
stricken with tuberculosis as a boy and 
literally walked it out of his system. 
That 
was before the days of hitch-hiking, and 
he 
walked 
first from 
Ontario to the 
Pacific Coast, then to Alaska, then back 
again to Seattle. 
“That was how' 
I got my present 
constitution,” says Ross, exhibiting a body 
like a barrel. 
In Seattle, Ross is not only superin­ 
tendent of the city’s power system, but also 
a tireless salesman of the policy of mu­ 
nicipal ownership. 
He has built a park 
around his power plant above Seattle, 
illuminates the w aterfalls with colored 
lights, has a lodge to which he invites 
friends on week-end parties for public 
power proselyting. 
Ross was brought to Washington by 
Harry Slattery, 
power 
expert for ex- 
Governor Gifford Pinchot of Pennsylvania. 
His first job was as power adviser of the 
WPA. 
Roosevelt got to know him, liked 
his western stories and his cnmfortable- 
as-an-old-shoe personality, later appointed 
him 
to 
the 
Securities 
and 
Exchange 
Commission. 
Here he was a well-meaning misfit, 
knew almost nothing about stocks and 
bonds, dozed through securities hearings. 
But at Bonneville Dam he will be back 
in his ow'n element. 
And if he retains 
the management of his Seattle plant, later 
aids in the distribution of power from 
Grand Coulee, Ross will be the 
most 
powerful 
distributor of 
power 
in the 
world. 


FISH-LIFTING 
Administrator Ross is not supposed to 
know anything about fish, but he may 
have to learn. 
For the potential destruc­ 
tion 
of 
Columbia 
River salmon-fishing 
threatens to be one of Bonneville’s chief 
worries. 
Actually this comes under the admini­ 
stration 
of the 
Army 
Engineers 
who 
operate the dam. 
But the Bureau of 
Fisheries makes no secret of its worry 
that 
Bonneville 
will 
ruin 
an 
industry 
employing 3,250 fishermen and netting 
21,000,000 pounds of salmon every year.
